Sir: I have the honor to transmit my weekly report as follows: 

Have inspected and cleared the steamship Fulton, 1 passenger; the 

steamship Jarl, 1 passenger ; steamship Suldal, 4 passengers. All these 

vessels were bound for New Orleans and were in good sanitary condition. 

The mortuary report of Bluefields this week shows 5 deaths, 4 adults, 

2 of which were from phthisis, 1 from typhoid fever, and the other from 
inflammatory fever. The fifth death was a child, of inanition. I con- 
sider the sanitary and health conditions of Bluefields and vicinity good.
